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An  enormous  "book  in  the  library  states,   "Many  insects  feed  upon  the  tomato, 
"out  very  few  are  usually  numerous  enough  to  do  serious  damage." 

Maybe  there  aren't  many  insects  to  do  much  damage  to  the  tomato  crop... "but  I 
know  a  certain  animal ...  s  tudiously  called  homo  sapiens  in  some  circles ...  called 
simply  man  in  others. .. that  feeds  upon  the  tomato... not  only  doing  serious  damage 
to  it... hut  thereby  ending  its  life.    '  . 

This  is  just  the  right  time  of  year  for  man... in  his  search  for  something  to 
put  in  his  summer  salads... to  begin  his  quest  for  tomatoes.     If  you  are  one  of 
these... who  anxiously  awaits  big  tomatoes ...  and  plenty  of  them... for  summer  eating 
...here's  good  news  for  you. 

There  will  be  open  season  on  tomatoes  from  the  first  of  June  until  early  fall. 

The  first  ones  on  the  market  now. ..are  from  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley. ..and 

when  you've  finished  those. . .others  farther  North  will  be  ready  for  the  onslaught. 

You  probably  have  all  sorts  of  ideas. . .about  how  to  serve  tomatoes ...  that  ex- 
cellent source  of  Vitamin  C.but  you  probably  haven't  heard  very  much  about  a  new 
tomato  product. . .which  may  be  found  on  the  markets  soon. .. tomato  flakes. 

Tomato  flakes  are  made  from  tomato  puree  or  paste.     In  its  final  form  it  is  a 
finely  divided  flake. . .which  looks  like  a  powder... and  has  about  a  five  percent 
moisture  content. 

Under  Lend-Lease. ..  the  United  States  sent  tomato  flakes... and  other  dehydrated 
tomato  products  to  Russia.     The  Russians  liked  them  because  they  keep  well  in  the 
Arctic. . .where  liquids  freeze.     They  used  the  flakes  for  flavoring  other  food  pro- 
ducts...and  as  a  basis  for  soup  stock- 

America  will  not  be  sending  tomato  flakes  to  Russia  under  Lend-Lease. ..  so  the 
American  homemaker  may  find  them... more  and  more... at  the  grocery. ..in  three  and 
one-half  ounce  jars.     They  will  be  valuable  to  the  homemaker. . .because  tomato 
flakes  retain  their  color...  they  are  highly  concentrated. .  .and  the:'  are  point- 
free. 
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
